From a summer temperature of 


84 recorded here Wednesday to a 
winter reading of 35 Wednesday 
night tells the story of the fick- 
leness of Texas weather. 
A drop 


of 49 degrees from the high point 
recorded Wednesday bi'ought the 
mercury almost to the freezing 
point, the lowest since February 
23, when the same reading was 
made. 
A strong wind from the 
north 
probably prevented 
frost 
Wednesday 
night,, rwhlch would 


have 
done 
considerable damage 
to young gardens. The compara- 
tive low reading on April 2 last 
year was 61. but tHere was con- 
siderable cool weather during the 
month of April last year. Several 
readings below 50 were recorded 
during this month last year, the 
lowest being 41 on April 8. 


No damage has been reported 


from the cold wave Wednesday 
night. 


Rain is badly needed at the 
present time. A small portion of 
the county received a fair rain on 
the night of Monday, March 23, 
while other sections received no 
rain at all. 
Corsicana 
received 


only .18 of an inch af that time.. 


The total rainfall for the year, 


is 2.23 inches as compared with 
7.70 
at the same time • last year. 
In January this year only .59 of 
an inch of rain-was recorded: in 
February 1.30- inches fell and in 
March the fall was .34 of an inch. 
There were two snows during that 
period that amounted to about one 
inch each which brought the to- 
tal moisture to about 4 inches. 
The rainfall by months last year 
was, January 2.90, February 3.75, 
and March 1.44.

COLDEST APRIL 


WEATHER IN MANY 
YEARS VISJTS STATE 


MERCURY 
HIT 
LOW 
OF 


FOURTEEN ABOVE ZERO 
AMARILLO THURSDAY

The coldest April weath- 


er in many years plunged 
the temperature far below 
freezing in Northwest Tex- 
as today; while other parts 
of the state were chilled 
by bitter winds. 


Violent temperature drops 


were reported all over the state 
and the mercury hit a low of 14 
above zero at Amarlllb—the lowest 
April reading there since 
1920, 


when It touched 13 above. 


Dallas, with a low of 31.7 was 


the coldest since a 30-degree read- 
ing was taken in 1914. 


Strong 
winds whipping south- 


ward during the night apparently 
averted extensive. frost damage to 
crops. The wind' reached a veloc- 
ity of 25 to 30 miles an hour in 
North Texas and Galveston re- 
ported a top speed of 32 miles. 
Weather bureau 
observers de- 
scribed the unusual'.cold as a ty- 
pical "norther," such 
as 
those 


which normally freeze this region 
In the winter months. 
The tem- 
perature was down to four below 
in Nebraska and Sheridan, Wyom- 
ing, 
had a low mark of 10 be- 


low. Both of these readings were 
the lowest on record so late in the 
spring. The "norther" blew into 
Texas from the 
frozen 
Rocky 


Mouhtain region.

reported from various points. The 
drops were particularly sharp in 
West Texas.

Some weeks after his death, I 


received an unsigned letter from 
Mr. Rudyard Kipling. 
It had

me. In the letter, Mr. Kipling 
spoke 
of 
his 
anticipations of 
Spring, Several years ago, he and 
I made a rendezvous, should he 
again come to America, to "have 
a typical Pennsylvania German 
dinner at a 
Lancaster 
county 
farmhouse. He knew the fame of 
•this cooking, and was eager to 
sample it. 
; 


These pious Pennyslvanla Ger- 


man *olk fare better than most of 
the .world's aristocracy, thanks to 
the ekllt In cookery of the house- 
wives. They hive never confused 
asceticism 
with 
religion. 
They 
are a whole world removed from 
the conception 
of 
Christianity 


which, in the early centuries of 
our era, sent thousands of men 
and women into the deserts and 
wilderness, to eke out ft starved 
hermit existence, forgetting that 
Jesus portrayed the spiritual lite 
as a feast, and not as a fast. 


Our lesson' today is that strik- 


ing parable of Jesus, wherein He 
pictured the Gospel .Invitation as 
to a greats-dinner. The story was 
told at a feast given by a Phar- 
isee. 
Critics assailed the Master 
because He attended lavish din- 
ners. They could not grasp His 
large view of life, and His kin- 
ship. ,V-*ft the experiences of all 
sorts 'of persons. He, .the carpen- 
ter/ was at home, at the banquet 
.boards of the rich, as well as at 
the wedding feast of Cana. No 
cftnobite He. 
All the ^current at- 
tempts to make Jesus seem an 
experiment of classism are with- 
out support from the record. 


The Storm Of A Dinner. 


One of those smugly pious per- 
sons given to vague generalities, 
had remarked. "Blessed is he that 
shall eat bread in the kingdom 
of God." This was apparently a 
phrase of hypocritical 
self-satis- 


faction. 
The speaker 
was sure 
that he belonged 
among 
the 
chosen. - - . , , - 


Then 
the 
straight-speaking 
Teacher gave the man a jolt by 
telling a story which must have 
set all .who hear4 It to.wondering. 
It was a story of a great supper, 
.to which many guests had been 
'Invited. But, by evasive excuses, 
they declined. Their excuses were 
threefold, but their real .reason 
was that they did not care to at- 
tend. 


One had bought a piece of land,. 


and must go look at It; as If the_ 
time to Inspect a purchase were 
not 'before paying for. It. An- 
other had to prove five new yoke 
of oxen which he had bought, an 


flimsy excuse. The third 


married a wi^e—ag if that 


-.fpver kept an oriental man from 
a social engagement. These three 
Excuses, of property, business and 
domestic obligations, were all of 
a nature to be real affronts to 
.the host.

' while the sports and amusement 
pages overflow, there still abides 
a wider, deeper interest than all 
of them in the minds of men 
and women of all sorts and condi- 
tions. This Lesson brings It vivid 
ly to mind. "Man is an incur- 
ably religious animal."

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BLOCK OF LEASES 


INCLUDING 10,000 


ACRES COMPLETED 


MEXIA, 
March 
81.—(Spl.)-A 
ten thousand acre block of leases 
running parallel and west of the 
balconnes fault line field, from 
Tehuacana Hill, Bald Hill and vi- 
cinity, northward to the corner 
of Navarro county about Pisgah 
Ridge, has been completed by V. 
C. Ferryman, of Dallas. The lease 
broker, who has 
been 
buying 
lease blocks for some major com- 
panies for several years, paid from 
$1 to $20 per acre for 
leases. 
There -was no drilling contracts 
and leases were for five years 
with annual rental provided. 
• The blocking of acreage is un- 
derstood to have followed seismo- 
graph surveys in the vicinity.

.notice of appeal, with formal mo- 
tions to be filed after Judge Tar- 
borough has overruled motions for 
new trial. 


Aside from questions concern- 
Ing the rate .base, Judge Yarbor- 
ough ruled the company had not 
only the legal right but "the duty" 
not to pay more than 32 cents 
gate rate as ordered by the com- 
mission in the tone Star Gas 
company case. 
The company contended It had 
jnade a contract with the whole- 
sale company to pay it 40 cents. 
Judge Yarborough noted the Lone 
Star Gas corporation a holding 
company, controlled both compa- 
nies. 
"In effect, the companies made 
a contract with themselves," be 
said ''and therefore they cant 
give consumers the benefit. 
- 'The company had ,a duty to" its 
consumers to. obtain the 
lowest 
gate rate. That duty to consumers 
•was higher than any of its affi- 
liated company." 
Applying the reduced gate rate 


to domestic charge, he noted the 


i company would be "better off" with 
a 61-cent domestic rate and 32- 
cent gate rate than with a.67 1-2 
domestic rate and a 40-cent gate 
rate. 
Asserting the company 
would 
have a spread of 29 cents com- 
pared with 27 1-2 cwrtu previously 
Judge Yarborough. pointed to the 
fact the company had not com- 
plained the previous rate structure 
•was unjust, unreasonable or con- 
fiscatory. 
A rate, base of $1,036,587 as deter- 
mined by the commission, he rul- 
ed, was not shown by the company 
to be unjust 
and 
unreasonable, 


overturnnig the jury verdict that

WASHINGTON, .April 2.—(/TV- 
American business, as represent- 
ed by the National Association of 
Manufacturers, assailed the new 
$799,000,000 tax 
program before 


the house ways and means com- 
mittee today as "a new share- 
the-wealth proposal in disguise.' 


Noel Sargent, secretary of the 


organization, suggested that con- 
gress postpone action on a "com- 
pletely unsound" tax plan that 
would stimulate speculation, pen- 
alize group thrift, and cause many 
bankruptcies, and In the mean- 
time create a special commission 
to determine that changes 
are 


needed in existing -tax policies. 


"We submit," Sargent said "that 
a tax program which penalizes 
and discourages the retention of 
adequate funds for working cap- 
ital is completely unsound; that 
not only would this 
pending 


measure tend to reduce working 
capital, as well as reserves, but 
it would tend ,to prevent accumu- 
lation of increased working capi- 
tal needed to provide for increas- 
ed work and employment." 


Sargent agreed 
the new tax 


plan would tend to force distri- 
bution of corporation earnings in 
dividends but asserted 
the re- 


sults would be "harmful instead 
of beneficial."

States will be around $10 per acre.

Q. To whom will the soil-build- 


ing payment be made? 
A. To the producer whom the 
county committee determines, in 
accordance with instructions from 
the secretary, to be the person 
who incurred the expense with 
reference to soil.building crops or 
practices. 
Where two or more 
producers are thus determined to 
have incurred the expense, the 
soil-building payment shall be di- 
vided equally between them. 


How Divided? 
Q. How will the soil-conserving 


payment be divided? 
A. The soil conserving payment 


will be divided as follows: 
(a)' 37 1-2 percent to the pro- 


ducer who furnishes the 
land; 


(b) 12 1-2 per cent to the produc- 
er who furnishes the work stock 
and equipment; (c) 50 per cent to 
be divided among the producers 
who are parties to the lease or 
operating agreement in the pro- 
portion that such producers are 
entitled to share in 1936 in those 
soil-depleting crops, or the pro- 
ceeds 
thereof, with respect 
to 
which the soil-conserving payment 
is made. 
Q. When will payment be made? 
A. As soon as possible after the 
producer 
has 
made application 


and has established proof that he 
has met the conditions of the 
grant. 
Q. In case there are two or more 


persons entitled to receive pay- 
ment, will payment be made to 
each person? 
' A. Yes. payment will be made by 
check drawn payable to each Indi- 
vfdual, owner, landlord, operator 
or tenant.

THREE-JUDGE COURT 
MAKES AN IMPORTANT 


RULING INGAS CASE 


RATABLE TAKING HELD IN- 


VALID; USE OF SWEET 


GAS IS PROHIBITED 


AUSTIN, March 31.—W 


— A threk - judge federal 
court today held invalid an 
order of the Railroad Com- 
mission 
enforcing 
ratable 


taking provisions of Texas 
gas conservation law, but 
sustained a prohibition in 
the same law against uso of sweet 
gas 
for 
manufacturing carbon 


black. 
Both decisions were considered 


of great importance to Texas' 
program of conserving natural gas 
resources. 
That on ratable taking regu- 


latipns of the commission was in 
lulls by the Texhoma Natural Gas 
company and the Consolidated gas 
company. 
The E. C. Henderson company 


and the Portland Gasoline com- 
pany had attacked provisions of 
the gas statute prohibiting use of 
tweet gas for carbon black. 
The Texhoma and Consolidat- 
ed companies, which produce gas, 
in the Texas Panhandle and sell 
It In Northern cities, claimed the 
state was without power to com- 
pel them to purchase ratably and 
thereby divide markets they had 
developed with those who had 
none. 
The state argued that it had au- 


thority under police powers to en- 
force regulations giving each own- 
er of gas property an equal op- 
portunity to recover his propor- 
tionate 
share from the common 


reservoir. 
The opinion said a decree in 
accordance with plaintiff's appli- 
cation 
would be granted. 
The 
plaintiff's had asked a permanent 
Injunction against orders of the 
commission enforcing ratable tak- 
ing.The 
opinion 
was written by 
United States District Judge Rob- 
ert M. McMillan of San Antonio 
and concurred in by Circuit Judge 
J. C. Hutcheson of New Orleans 
and District Judge T. M. Ken- 
nedy of San Antonio. Long ar- 
guments were heard recently in 
Houston. 


Power* of State. 
Discussing the powers of the 
•late, the court said it might be 
possible for the legislature to pass 
a 
gross conservation law which 


would care for the rights and equi- 
ties of all. but it had not done so 
in House Bill 266, the conserva- 
tion statute. 
Objecions to the law included; 
1. That it considered only wells 


actually drilled. 
2. No cognizance was taken of 
undrillcd territory. 
The opinion said the complain- 


lints had been taking gas in an or- 
derly manner, while some who fa- 


. vored regulation by the commis- 


sion plan had been taking it ex- 
orbitantly and wastefully. 
,. "By 
force 
of 
this 
doctrine 
(broad interpretation of the state 
police powers)" the opinion said, 
"it 
• may be that a complete, a 
comprehensive scheme which, con- 
iistent with due process, considers 
and has due regard for the rights 
and equities of all, the legislature 
of Texas may be able to provide' 
by law for an equitable ascertain- 
ment, portioning and fixing 
of 


them so that each could take only 
that what was thus determined to 
be on his own. 
Has Not Done It. 
"We do not say that it cannot 
do this. We say merely that it 
has not done so. 
"We say that house hill 266 can- 


not be said to have either this ob- 
ject or this effect. 
"In the first place, it considers 


only wells actually drilled. 
No 
cognizance is taken of the great 
amount of undrilled territory. 
"In the second place, even as to 


wells already drilled, it makes no 
provision and final ascertainment, 
partition, and setting aside. 
to 
each owner of the amounts he is 
entitled to draw from the reser- 
voir. 
"It provides merely for a tem- 
porary, and therefore arbitrary al- 
location to each well owner of a 
part of the contract market of 
some of them. 
"The evidence makes it plain 
that complainants have been tak- 
ing gas in an orderly fashion, and 
In a total far less than under any 
equitable theory of measurement 
that would be apportioned to them, 
while some of those In whose in- 
terest under the notion of corre- 
lative rights ^>e orders seek to 
administer this act. have been 
taking it exorbitantly, dispropor- 
tionately and wastefully. 


"No' provision is made in the 
act for taking into account these 
and many oilier matters which 
must be considered If any equit- 
able and fair distribution between 
adverse Interests is to be attempt- 
ed." 


Attorney General William 
Mc- 
Craw said (Tie cases would be ap- 
pealed to the supreme court of the 
United States. He said the decis- 
ion did not decide permanently the 
proration question in the Panhan- 
dle field. 
"We are ready to tawe 
these 
cases to (he supreme court for a 
decision on the prorailon phase 
of the law to determine 
finally 
whether the slate of Texas has 
the power to enforce proration on 
gas against these giant utility com- 
panies as it now lias the power 
to prorate oil."

COURT DIED TUESDAY 


MEMBERS OFSECOND TEXAS 


COURT OF APPEALS SUC- 


CUMBS TO ILLNESS 


FORT WORTH, March 31.—W— 
Associate Justice P. A. Martin, age 
69, of Second Court of Civil Ap- 
peals died at 7:30 today at his 
home here. His body will be taken 
to Wichita Falls today. 
Burial 


will be in Graham. 


His wife and four of his eight 


children were at the bedside when 
death came. 
Judge Martin, who became a 
member of the appellate "ourt last 
summer, had been ill with influ- 
enza and paralysis caused by a 
blood clot on the brain. 
Born at Atwilkesboro, N. C., 


Judge Martin came to Fort Worth 
at the age of 19 and worked as a 
day laborer until he saved enough 
to pay his way to Jacksboro. From 
there he walked to Graham, and 
obtained a job as a sheep herder. 


He acquired his legal education 


by studying law while he tended 
his sheep and In 1886 he was admit- 
ted to the bar and began his prac- 
tice in Graham. 
He served as county attorney of 
Young county for 
eight 
years. 


Then he was elected district at- 
torney of the Thirteenth judicial 
district, which then included With- 
ita, Archer, Young and Clay coun- 
ties. 
After four years in office he was 
elected judge of the same dis- 
trict, a post he ajso held for four 
years, resigning shortly before the 
close of his term. 
From 1914 until 1920 he practiced 


law in Wichita Falls, and in that 
year was appointed to the bench 
of the newly created eighty-ninth 
district court in Wichita county. 
Two years ago he ran unseccessful- 
ly for the bench of the second court 
o! appeals In Fort Worth, only to 
be appointed as associated justice 
in 1935 upon the resignation of Hal 
S. Lattlmore. 


Headed West Texas Judges. 
For two years he was president 


of the West Texas judges associa- 
tion. 
He served three terms as 


presiding judge of the Eighth ad- 
ministrative district and was mem- 
ber of the state Civil Judicial coun- 
cil from the time of its creation in 
1927, 
until he became an appellate 


justice in 1935. 
Survivors were his widow, the 


former Miss Lois S. Graves whom 
he married 47 years, ago; 
five 


daughters, Mrs. C. M. Hoch, La 
Grange; Mrs, T. D. Whitaker, of 
Wichita Falls; Mrs. S. W. E. Wea- 
therall, Roaring Springs; Mrs. C. 
V. Reynolds, Wichita Falls, and

Glenn Moore, Wichita Falls; 


three sons, P. A. Martin, Jr., Wich-

most reporting lines of wholesale 
trade registered large 
increases 


over a year ago, and in some 
lines the January to 
February 


changes were more favorable than 
usually occur at this season. 


"While debits to individual ac- 


counts at banks in principal cities 
were 10 per cent smaller than 
In January, they exceeded those 
of February last year by 17 per 
cent. Commercial failures In this 
district were fewer and the vol- 
ume of indebtedness was 'smaller 
than in January 
this year or 


February last year." 


In the realm of farm and range,
